called ad conciliz,but not ad conſenſum.Bur now in Scotland, 
not only the whole Church takes the ſupreme power to it ſelfe, 
bur alſo every pariſh rakes uponit to be an abſolute" independ- 
dent ſociety,quire contrary to the prattice of Gezeva,chuſing 
their Miniſters and Elders alſo without number, and to thoſe 
Elders eqzal powers given with the Miniſter,in Presbyteries 
and Aſſemblies, in giving deci//ve ſentence In matters of faith 
and deciding of controverſies, whereof,God knowes, they are. 
moſt ignorant :and in'a word they want nothing of the power - 
of the Miniſter,bur that they preach nor,nor bapriſein pnblike 
congregations:&yet its commonto ſee Lay-men among then -. 
in privat Conventicles to take npon themthe callingof a Mi- 
nifter inpreaching and praying, Or where did any at any time 
ſaffer for abjnring Epiſcopacie as anantichriſtian government? .

Seeing this mixt govern- 
ment is mott conducible for your ends, it wererequiſte that 
your Nobles would afſume to themſelves Princely Anthoyitie 
(as isthought ſome of you have done)8 make progreſſe inthis: 
ood work.For (let me ſpeak it between me and you)till your 
Kings government be changed, yon ſhall never lawfally refit 
him. For I have pernſed all your Divines,& find them allccn- 
demning the lawfuineſs of reſiſting ſuch a King as yours is:but 
atthe moſt they hold it lawft!l :» ſome cafes only rorefiſt coy= 
ventional or conditional Princes, Hence it was that the Mini» 
fiers of Wittenberge were moſt oppoſite to our doQrine of ye. 

fiſting Princes, intheir publike ſermons, bur when they be- 
held upon what expreſle conditions the Emperour was elelted 

tothe Empire, tothe which hee was nor borve,, then they 
ſaid s Docusmmn quiaem hattenu nnullo modo reſiſtendum eſe 
Magiſtraturignoravimus vero exlegam civiliunspraſcripto, 
id in certis quibuſdam caſibus etiam legitime fieripoſſe, We 
have hitherto ravght that the Magiſtrate by no manner of 
way ottght to be reſiſted: for we did not know that by the pre- 
{cripr cf the civill law it might in ſome certain caſes be lawful- 


ly done.So Parexs(as you know )was thelaft chat wrofe upon 


that ſabjeE: , whoſe opinion when it was condemned by your 
learned Drvines; his fon Ph:lippas Parens , purpoſingto de- 
fend his fathers cpinion,yeelds his ſword, andgiveth over the 
combare,even at the entrie,in thoſe words: Loquitar enim D. 
parens meus ut & T heologi cateri juxta cum politics & juriſ- 
conſultis tis quorum ſententiam ac judicium in hoc argu- 
menta ſequatus eſt parens noſier,non derege abſoluta rears 
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 5nduto,ſed de principibns ſub conditiont admiſſis. That is, my 

father,and che reſt of the Theologues,Pohiicians and Juriſcon- 
ſults,whoſe ſentence & judgement inthis argument my father 
hach followed,doenot ſpeake of a King endued with 4b/o/nte 
power, bur of Princes whoare conditionally admitted. And 
therefore if you would make any lawfullrefiftance for time to 
come, its moſt neceſſarie that you labour for a change of go» 
vernment now, and make your ielves free. We haye Scripture 
for 1s, But if thow mayeſt be made free,uſe it rather. Claudian  Cor.7.26. 
did but deceive himſelf, neither can I endurehim while he faies

ticks in England,who had oppoſed hemſelves,as yoe do,torhe 
Service-book of England. /f in caſe(fay they) any of the people 
be perſwaded that thoſe things ſavenr of Poperie, let them he 
tanght the contrary,and perfel ly inftruttea therein + and if 
fo be,through the importunate crying ont hereupon before the 
people by ſome men,many be diſquieted; let them beware that 
do ſo.,that they bring n1 greater yoke upon their own necks, and 
provake Oneen Elizabeth her Majeſty, and bring many Mi- 
 - niſters in ſuch danger ,as thty cannot rid themſelves again.

If you feareany diviſion among the Commons, it's likely - 
that ſome of them have ſeene the Kings extraordinary favour 
toward them ; but you ought to be careful, that they ſee not 
the Kings Proclamations;and if any have ken them,let them 
be perſwaded that his Majeſties Proclamations haye this on- 
ly end,to divide them, and then to deſtroy them ; and that 
all other faire promiſes ſhall have no reall performances, Be 
not you behind the King in your promiſes to them alſo, and 
howbeiv you have an hundred thouſand pound to take of - 
them, yet be not ſuddaine,but by delaying , put them in hope 
that you will never exact it ; For if you goe now toexatt 1t,
